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2. Citations and explanations: 

The present application relates to monomelic cyclic analogues of the B-chain of relaxin superfamily proteins that 
bind to a biological target of the relaxin superfamily protein and modulate the activity of the target. Methods of 
making the analogues and their uses are also claimed. 

This opinion is based on the following citations:

D2. Chem. Pept. Proteins, Proc. USSR-FRG Symp., 3rd (1982), Meeting Date 1980, 327-35;

Documents Dl and D2 discloses cyclic insulin B-chain derivatives for use in semi-synthesis; D3 discloses 
amongst other things, a dithiolated cross-linked cyclic monomer of the insulin B-chain in the context of structure 
elucidation None of the citations discloses the derivatives binding to biological targets to result in biological 
activity. The present claims must therefore be acknowledged as being novel and inventive over the citations. 

All claims meet the criterion of being industrially applicable. 
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
